He replied that his orders and his duty admit- 
ted of no delay, and proceeded to hustle the 
type from the composing stones, and the ea 
ses into anything that came to hand, and throw 
ing them into a two-horse wagon, earried every 
thing out of the office in a most spiteful man- 
ner, and ia the utmost confusion. 
The prieters in the office told the Deputy 
Sheriff that the manne? in which he was hand- 
ling the materials would destroy them for future 
use, and that they would be good for nothing 
but old metal. He heeded neither the solicita- 
tions to wait until my return, or his caution.— 
His men also slid one form of type down the 
stairs on their face, and knocked another into

The Deputy Sheriff was also informed by Dr.

the objeet of a Sheriff entering the office when 
I was out of the city, after night, and most of the 
printers had left work and gone home.
